28.—(By the Unitfd Press)—Ter- 
rilic internal upheavals in the 
star Beta Ceti have increased its 
size to from two to three times, 
scientists at the \erkes' Observ- 
atory of the University of Chi- 
cago, declared today. All instru- 
ments used in astral observations 
were trained on the phenomena. 
It is visible here by daylight for 
only it short time in the late aft- 
ernoon. Because of the move- 
ment of tlis earth, its observa- 
tion daily is becoming more dif- 
ficult.

"MIRACLE WHEAT" 


IRACLE WHEAT" was the name of seed gram of- 
fered for sale some years ago with the promise -that 
it -would yield enormous crops. So far as known, 


however, the only ones who.profited from it were the exploiters 
of the promise and ''their crop was not grain but human. Of the 
type to which is commonly applied the name of an unlovely 


'NOW a reputed new variety of wheat developed by the de- 


partment of field husbandry of the University of Alberta is an- 
nounced i* the Canadian press. It is a new strain of the Marquis 
variety, called Marquic III, with which tests have been earned 
on over a period of three years. The university records show for 
1920 a yield of 49 bushels to the acre for Marquis and 59 for Mar- 
quis HI;-for 1921, 41 and 50 bushels respectively, and for 1922 
26 and 35, which seems to establish the relatively high produc- 
tivity of the newest variety. Seed that will yield 20 to 30 per 
cent more grain than that commonly planted may not deserve 
to be called miraculous, but it will interest farmers everywhere 
on the North American continent. 


Last year our crop averaged 14 1-2 busnels of wheat to the 


acre; in 1919 the volume of production was large, but the acre- 
age was unusually great and the average yield 
AVHS only 13 


bushels to the acre, and the bumper crop of recent years, har- 
. vested in 1915, gave .the growers 17 bushels to the acre. If our 
average yield could be increased 20 per cent by planting a new 
variety as good intrinsically as the old, American farmers would 
find their economic problem less difficult of solution than it 
seems to be.
